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STATEMENT OF THE SUBSTANCE OF THE INTERVIEW 



This Statement is filed in response to the Lnterview Summary dated August 31, 2006. As 
noted in the Examiner^s Interview Summary, a telephonic interview took place between the 
Examiner and Douglas H. Elliott on August 24, 2006. A proposed amendment, in draft foim, 
was forwarded to the Examiner for discussion. That proposed amendment, which is differmt 
fixnn the amendment ultimately submitted, consisted of proposed amended claims 20 and 24 (see 
below), and cancellation of claims 33 and 34. 



Proposed Amended Claims 20 and 24 



20. (Currently Amended) A disposable ampoule opener comprising aa a plastic e longated 
housing member that includes a first elongated ho ^ifiinp, sect ion and a se cond elongated housing 
section boviag defining an inner cavity shaped to receive a portion of an ampoule, said ampoule 
having a body, a neck portion and a tip portion, said ho using member having an Open housing 
end, a closed housing md^ sidewaUs disposed between the open housing end and tiie closed 
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housing end, the sidewalk having an outer housing surface and an inner housing surface forming 
at least a portion of the inner cavity, wherein at least one inner rib circumscribes at least a 
portion of the inner housing surface proximate the open housing end, the inner rib having an 
inner diameter capabl e of enoiroling ond olomping a larger than the diameter of the n eck portion 
of an ampoule and smaller than the diameters of the body or tip portions : and a Ud secured to the 
housing proximate the open housing end» the lid being enable of a closed position and an open 

24. (CuiTOitly Amended) The disposable ampoule opener of claim 20, wherein the olongatcsd 
housing member ine fades two elongated housing sections are hingedly connected to one another. 

As noted in die Interview Summary, that proposed amendment was discussed in the context of 
the Lasich and Moibeck references; and the Examiner indicated that the proposed amendment 
appears to overcome die rejection under 102(b) but did not appear to ovocome the 103 rejection 
in view of Moibeck and Milton in the previous ofiice action. Accordingly, no agreement was 
reached with respect to the proposed amendment Subsequently, based on the Examiner*s 
suggestions during the interview. Applicant filed an amendment as part of the Response on 
August 28, 2006, in which claim 20 was amended in the manner set forth in that Response* 
Further, the remaining claims were cancelled.
